have nothing to do in it, what fignifies 
their Senfe in the Matter, and what would 
you Teach her ? If your Do&rine of Non- 
Refiftance and Abfolute Subjection, be 
True, What matters it tothe Queen what 
is the Senfe of her Subjeéis? ’Tis indeed 
the Bufinefs of the People to Enquire what 
is the Senfe of their Sovereign, becaute 
they have no more to do but to tubmit to 
it; but it is Nonfenfe ta trouble the Queen 
with what is the Senfe of Her People 3 for 
her Majefty has nothing to do but to Com- 
mand, and they muft Submit, be it againft 
Senfe, Interef, Life, Property, Chaftity, 
Honour, Religion, or any thing that Hu- 
man Nature could invent, fuppofing our 
Prince were the greateft Tyrant in the 
Unsiverfe. 

To fay, to Talk or Refiftance is to render 
the Crown precarious, is to Talk Noof-nte. 
No Bady doubts but that while the S ve- 
reign Governs L2gally, Neon-Refiftance is 
our Duty; for to reift then, would be to 
Oppofe, not Governours, buc Government, 
which is tbe Ordinance of God. Aid, 
without doubt, this is what the Apoftle 
means in his Stating the Subi-éion to the 
Higher Power. But that this fhovid extend 
it felf to bind the Subj-& to a blind, abfo- 
jute, uncondition’d Obcdietce toa Tyranc, 
jn the very A& of Tyranny, to the Subver- 
ion of Conflitutions, Laws, Liberty. and 
ERablifh’d Right, Monftium Horrendum! 
Was ever Nation Bigotted to fucha Length 
as this before ? What fignifies Parliaments, 
Claims of Right, Laws of Governmen:, 
Coronation-Oaths, and Conftitutious of 
Kingdoms, if this be True ? 

But above all it feems wonderful to me, 
That the Party now pufhing che Narion’s 
Fate, fhould be fo Blind, to Isfatuated, fo 
intallerably Dull, to prom:fe themfelves 
fuch ridiculous Things as thefe from a 
Britifh Parliament, Come, Gentlemen of 
the High-Church, pray puc ca your 
Spelacles, and Took into your [élves a 
little 3 Suppole you were by your Mobe 
biog and Bullying the Ifvigs, as is now the 
Work all over England, togain your Doint 
in all vour Ele€tions, and toReturn fuch a 


Parliament as you promife the Queen in 
your Addrefles, tho” by the Way you may 
make your Reckoning vorong there too,unlefs the 
hone§ Part of she Nation are too fecure; and 
one would think you bave taken Pains enough 
t0 Alarm them: But fuppofe, for Argu- 
ments fuke, you could Retura fuch a Houfe 
as your Hearts defire, Do you think they 
would do your Work ? Do you think they 
would Anfwer your End ? No, ’tis Im- 
poffibie. 

To comea little clofer, let us Enquire, 
1. Cap you ever Return a Parliament that 
will give up the Power of Parlismentary- 
Right? 7. That will put the Right of 
Limiration of the Crown out of their 
Hands. And, 3. Difclaim their Authority 
to Settle the Suceefion ? Can you be fo 
Blind to imagin, a Sett of Men can be 
found, who are Born to, asd PoffefS E- 
ftates in this Jflind, that can be broughe 
to Denude their Country of Her Glorious 
Robe of Liberty chat bas Adorn’d Her fu 
many Ages ? Which is Embroider’a with 
the Blood of her Nobility, and Lac’d 
down with the Refignations of Subdu’d, 
Tyrants ? Can you fend up Reprefenta- 
tives that will give up their Legiflative 
Autho ity, and Reftore the Superiority of 
the Crown above the Laws P Flatter not 
your felves. with thofe Notions.. The Di- 
vinity of Hereditary-Right, the Wegality 
cf Refifting Tyranc., will never be Recog- 
nizd, or the Parliamentary-Right of Li- 
mitingg the Succeffion, be given up bya 
Britifh Parliament. Is-enay be obtain’d by 
Tyranny and Conqueft, but it cannot be 
doue -by a Parliament; no; not if chey 
were all Difciples of the Devil, if they are 
but Men of Eftates, and Britains. Againy. 
the Droteftent Religion Stands upon the 
Shoulders of this Parliamentary-Right. Bri- 
tains and Protestants can never give it up; 
and theretore the Wileft and moft Urder- 
ftanding, even cf thefe warm Gentlemen, 
begin already to Talk of Moderation ; and 
a Third Party that muft carry the Balance 
between the Extreams on bath fides 3 and 
there it will go at lad.

Now as the Thing it felfis abfurd, fo is 
the Method raxen te bing it co pafs, I 
mean that of Mobhicg and Rabbling. Thefe 
People feem to kaow fitie of the Englifh 
Mobs, ard ought to look brck into things 
alictles *They. have deludi d fome oi the 
poor People adictle 3. and by che Surface 
of things, andthe Ynferivur Clergy fhowing 
the wrong sift ot every thieg two them, 
have made theic Nétions Popylac, and 
this they think to carry theic Point by. 
But, alas, Truth cannot fo long be (mo- 
ther’d in Englamd as if can be ia Frame. 
Our People are saturally Irquifitive, and 
they will be for Looking into Caufes, 
Queftioning Circumftances, and Afking 
Reafons of Things ; and there will bs fome 
foucd, who will, infpight«fa Threatning 
Pariy, venture to undeceive their Neigh- 
bours3,and when this comes abour, alas, 
the poor People will be quite of another 
Mind, and will Overthrow all this Babel 
thenlelves. 

For this Reafon, tho’ I would have no 
Body lecure, yer J Fear mot. Let them pre- 
val never fo tar at firft, they will undo all 
again at laft, and all will reverc to Liberty 
asain s-and Jet chem look fo it, Liberty,
